ennobles man; and Ut had often perceived hypo- 
crify fuccefsful, while real worth w s groaning 
under the preflure of poverty «nd perfecation. It 
was however ulelefs and diftreiling to awell upoo 
fuch = fad fcene. I forced myfeif from theie pain- 
ful meditations, and my thoughts qvickiy flew to 
the pleajant abode of Mr. Stunley, the pattor of 
the Parith of ——, wo which was approaching, 
and near to which I had paffe. the days of my in- 
fancy.
